Charles J, Brydges bso been a well 
known aud prominent mon in Canada for 
a longtime He was sent out from Bog- 
lund by the stockholders of the Great Wee- 
tern Railway of Canada, abvut the time of 
the completion of the main lae from Nia- 
gora River to D: troit Raver in 1853, as its 
general manager, He beld that position 
for avveral years, during which time he 
pr. jected und built the Detroit and Mil 
waukee Kailway and line of steamers from 
Grand Haven to Milwaukee, the the object 
being to make a short line to the North- 
wentern Stater, which were then begin- 
ning to attract attention, avoiding the de- 
teur of Lake Michigan via Chicago. He 
a'so built the two finest steamers that ever 
floated on Lake © ‘ario, the ‘Canada" 
“America”, 10 «vo between Hamilton, 
Ont.. and Oswego, N. Y. Neither of 
there routes ever became yery popular, 
After remgning his position he was up- 
pointed general manager of the Grand 
‘Trunk Railway. taking up his residence in 
Montrea!. He held that position for seve- 
ral years till succeeded by Mr. Hickson, 
After the resignation of Sir John's yovern- 
ment in 1873, Mr. Brydges was appointed 
Intercolonial Railway commissioner, which 
place be vacated after Sir John returned to 
power in 1878. Subsequently in 1879 he 
was appointed Land Commissioner of the 
Hudson Bay Company, with headquarters 
at Winnipeg, which position he held up to 
the time of his death on Saturday, the 16th 
inst. Wr. Brydges was very largely inter- 
ested in the Manitoba & Northwestern 
Railway. During bis connection with 
the Hudson Bay Company he several times 
visited Calgary and was well known to the

they own many borses and cattle 

Although not under the treaty, and 
consequently having no direct claim on 
the Guvernment, they will undoubtedly 
receive such aid as their unhappy con- 
dition calls tor, as it has ever been the 
policy of the Indian Department to re- 
lieve suffering amongst the native tribes, 
from whatever cause arising. 

Up till yesterday no additional par- 
ticulars had been received.
